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Reasons for the Enactment 

Clause (c) of sub-sectipn (1) of section 79 of the Saurashtra Gharkhed, 
Tenancy Settlement and Agricultural Lands Ordinance, 1949, exempt^ 
agricultural lands situated within the municipal limits from all the pro- 
visions of the Ordinance. After the repeal of most of the provisions of 
the said Ordinance by the Sauraphtra Land-Reforms Act, 1951, the only 
material provisions that survive are those, w;hich relate to management 
of estates held by landholders contained in Chapter VI and which relate 
to certain restrictions on transfer of agricultural lands to non-agricul¬ 
turists contained in section 54.

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Reasons for ihe Enactment 

The Bombay Land Requisition Act, 1948 (as in force in the State of 
Gujarat) provides for the requisition of land, for the continuance of re¬ 
quisition of land and for certain other purposes. The Act expires on the 
31st December, 1974.- Although the conditions in respect of housing 
accommodation in the State in general have substantially improved, 
there are areas in the State where conditions exist or arise which make 
it necessary to take recourse to the provisions of the Act. It is, therefore, 
considered necessary to extend the duration of the Act for a further 
period of one year, i.e. up to 31st December, 1975. The present measure is 
being enacted to give effect to the said proposal.
